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Trade  Surplus  Grows  -  At  $2.1 
billion,  the  U.S.  agricultural  trade  sur¬ 
plus  in  March  was  the  largest  since 
April  1982.  March  1989’s  surplus 
soared  48  percent  above  March 
1988’s,  and  the  balance  during  the 
first  6  months  of  FY  1989  exceeded 
last  year’s  by  45  percent.  Agricul¬ 
tural  exports  rose  $575  million 
between  February  and  March,  while 
imports  gained  $110  million  (table  3). 

Exports  Third  Highest  Ever  -  More 
than  $4  billion  in  agricultural  pro¬ 
ducts  were  shipped  abroad  during 
March,  the  highest  level  in  8  years. 
Corn  and  animal  feed  exports  climb¬ 
ed  more  than  $100  million  each,  with 
smaller  gains  reported  for  soybeans, 
wheat,  rice,  meat,  fruits,  nuts,  vege¬ 
tables,  tobacco,  and  hides.  How- 
ever,  lower  exports  were  reported  for 
cotton  and  live  animals.  Changeover 
to  the  Harmonized  reporting  system 
probably  delayed  the  recording  of 
documents.  Comparisons  between 
1989  data  with  previous  periods 
should  include  consideration  of  the 
export  carryover  from  January  and 
February  into  March. 

Corn  export  value  totaled  $625  million 
in  March,  a  $148  million  gain  from 
February,  driven  almost  entirely  by 
higher  volume.  Compared  with  FY 
1988,  monthly  U.S.  corn  exports  have 
been  substantially  larger  and  prices 
higher.  The  result  has  been  a 
cumulative  gain  of  $1 .4  billion  during 
the  first  half  of  the  fiscal  year.  Nearly 
half  of  the  $3.2  billion  increase  in  U.S. 
agricultural  exports  this  year  is 
attributable  to  corn. 

March  soybean  exports  increased 
291 ,000  tons  and  $80  million.  Larger 
shipments  to  the  EC  more  than  offset 
a  drop  to  Japan.  At  1.8  million  tons 
and  $544  million,  soybean  exports 
approached  this  fiscal  year's 
December  high.  Typically,  U.S. 
soybean  exports  peak  in  February  or 
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earlier;  1989  marks  the  first  year  since 
1981  that  they  gained  in  March.  A 
late  Brazilian  harvest  and  labor 
disputes  at  Brazilian  ports  account  for 
much  of  this  departure  from  previous 
seasonal  patterns.  Reporting  delays 
also  may  have  contributed  as  the  U.S. 
shifted  to  the  Harmonized  System. 

U.S.  wheat  exports  gained  400,000 
tons  and  $70  million  in  March  largely 
because  of  increased  exports  to  the 
Soviet  Union.  The  USSR  became  the 
largest  customer  for  U.S.  wheat  in 
March,  replacing  China,  the  top 
market  during  the  previous  5  months. 
Shipments  to  Egypt  fell  almost 
300,000  tons  below  February’s,  but 
few  significant  changes  occurred  in 
shipments  to  other  markets.  (Steve 
MacDonald,  202-786-1821 ). 

Imports  Increase  -  Agricultural 
imports  rose  slightly  to  almost  $2 
billion  in  March.  Natural  rubber, 
cocoa,  and  wine  climbed  seasonally, 
exceeding  February’s  values.  Meat 
and  sugar  imports  also  gained. 
However,  fruit  and  vegetable  imports 
dropped  by  more  than  $30  million, 
primarily  in  fresh  grapes  from  Chile 
and  orange  juice  from  Brazil.  (Steve 
Milmoe,  202-786-1821). 

Japan  Remains  Leading  Export 
Market  -  Shipments  of  U.S.  farm 
Droducts  to  Japan  during  the  first 
naif  of  FY  1989  totaled  almost  $4.3 
Dillion,  18  percent  above  the  same 
aeriod  a  year  earlier.  The  Soviet 
Jnion  moved  up  to  second  place 
irom  fourth,  with  value  gaining  76 
aercent  to  nearly  $1 .9  billion. 

Mexico  became  third  largest 
destination,  taking  $1.4  billion,  as 
agricultural  exports  shot  up  165 
aercent.  Other  leading  markets  this 
:iscal  year  include  the  Netherlands, 
South  Korea,  Canada,  Taiwan, 

China,  Spain,  West  Germany, 

Egypt,  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
Venezuela  (see  table  4).  _
